It is perfectly true that no man is guilty until proved 
so under the American system. But it is also true that eight 
out of the 12, or a two-thirds majority of the jury, felt that 
Mr. Hiss was guilty. 

In the opinion' of this newspaper, from what it has 
been able to learn, Mr. Hiss is guilty. 

We agree with Murphy when he said "Let us suppose 
one of your children is apprehended in the kitchen with jam 
on his face. We don’t have to get a stomach pump to find 
out if he’s been eating jam.

We hope that If Vermont has the misfortune to be 
tainted with this trial a Vermdnt jury will give short and 
quick justice to Alger Hiss.
